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THE HISTORY AND PURPOSE OF THE BJ 
The Bernal Journal is a neigh- 
borhood newspaper that covers the 
entire Bernal Heights community and 
attempts to bring together the 
. neighbors and the merchants of the 
area with news and ideas relevant 
to the area and its relationship 
to the rest of San Francisco. It 
■ is, sponsored by the Bernai Heights 
Association and the Bernal Fund and 
is funded by yearly- subscrip-ttons-, 

it is a non-profit newspaper that ' 
has a possible broad base, of par- 
tlscipation — with articles and crea- 
tive contributions accepted from 
anyone within the Bernal Heights 
community. All work done on the BJ 
is voluntary. 

The BJ. began as an annual issue 
several years ago and has evolved 
into a full-sized, four page, bi- 
monthly newspaper. In the interim 
the newspaper has gone through 
several. phases. Depleting funds, 
along with the need to get the cur- 
rent news out, -led to the' publishing 
of a limited edition (one legal- 
sized sheet) for March. But gener- 
ally the BJ has come out regularly 
and in some recognizable form. 

The purpose of the BJ is 1) to 
inform the people of Bernal Heights 
of the news, events & activities, 
.and ongoing life in the neighborhood; 
2) to encourage creativity and con- ; 
tribute to various phases of the 
arts; 3) to educate the people of 
the public and private services 
available to, them, their relation- 
, ship and responsibility to their 
environment , the^lssues pertinent to 
their lives in Bernal Heights, and 
the varied ethnic backgrounds of 
their neighbors; 4) to make San Fran- 
cisco aware of Bernal Heights and 
our activities, projects, liews, con- 
cerns, issues, and opinions (the 
newspaper is available to any San 
Francisco resident or city depart- 
ment that is Interested in Bernal 
Heights); 5) and generally preserve 
and improve the quality of life on 

the Hill. ,

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CI TY BUDGET CUTS 

Vlhen city officials keep the bud- 
get low, we're all happy; property 
taxes stay down, and both homeowners 
and renters benefit. But there's 
another side to this coin. To cut 
thd budgett services muist also be 
cut or eliminated - services that 
most of us use at one time or • 
another.

money to departmen tie which the 
Mayor has cut. Seyerial services 
to BerhflJ.. Heights may be affected 
by these cuts. They include:" 

Mental Health services - Next 
year's budgeit for city mental health 
services will be $3.5 million below 
this ^year, an 11.2^ cut. According 
to Marjorie DeLuea of the Mental 
Health division of the Health Dept., 
this means that the city's alcohol- 
ism program will be eliminated, and 
that district mental health centers 
will have to cut back services. The 
district centers may open for only : 
5-6 hours daily, compared to the pre- 
sent eight, and clients will have to 
go on a waitijig.list. Mrs. DeLuca 
says that if the budget crunch is 
really bad, the centers may <mly 
stay open three days weekly. 

In addition, the Mission Mental 
Health Center, which sejrves Bernal 
Heights, is losing, a federal grant 
that pays staff salaries in January, 
because the city po longer has the 
money to pay its share of , the grant. 
This could mean that Mission Mental 
Health will have to close, but Mrs. 
DeLuea is confident that the center 
can obtain funds for staff from 
other sources. 

Libraries - The library -budget was 
not cut severely by the Mayor this 
year, because it has been underfund- 
ed^ for several years* However, the 
Super'visors may still decide to make 
cuts. ' Past budget cuts have created 
problems for the Bernal branch: few-

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STATUS OF THE BERNAL JOURNAL • I 

In March the BJ was threatened 
with termination. The only revenue 
for the printing of the BJ came from 
$1 yearly subscriptions and occa- 
sional donations — both of these 
areas being less than substantial. 
The March issue was a legal-sized 
flyer because of this lack of funds. 
This smaller size limited the amount 
of important news and participar * 
tion the paper could involve. And 
the uncertain basis with which the 
issues were being printed made the 
newspaper less reliable. Also, In 
the past, we have felt it is impor- 
tant that the newspaper reach as 
many of the 23,000 residents of the 
Hill as possible; so it's been dis- 
tributed at various businesses and 
shops in the area. This free dis- 
tribution was an additional, print- 
ing expense. 

Some changes have taken place 
since March. As of June 1976, there 
are 385 copies mailed to paid sub- 
scribers., -25 more than in March. We 
will'" s till^ be- ■printing ^aKbut 2', 500" 
additional copies that will be left 
at neighborhood stores. - But, start- 
ing next issue, at. each of these 
stores there will- be a donation jar 
where people can put a dime or more 
when they take an issue. Afid, as 
you see in this issue, we have begun 
to sell advertising. This. of course 
should and could be our primary 
source of revenue. But the problem 
lies in finding people to sell it. 
It takes relatively little time and 
we are offering to pay 10% to anyone 
collecting for advertising or sub- 
scriptions. In addition to donation 
jars and advertising sales we! re 
Initiating, 'we are still Interested 
in receiving funding from conmis- 
sions and/or foundations. Again we 
need people who have some time and 
energy to pursue the BJ's eligibility 

A budget review (below) shows 
that the balance is satisfactory for 
our immediate goal of printing the 
next couple of Issues. But with a 
limited budget we can only do so 
much and this balance is not suffi- 
cient In view of our long term goals. 
We would like to send one year's free 
issues' to every resident of Bernal 
Heights in an effort to familiarize, 
the entire Hill with the newspaper 
and consequently encourage more sub- 
scriptions.' And finally, ,we would 
like to see the BJ become a monthly 
newspaper so that it could supply 
more adequate coverage of the news. 
This would enable the BJ to fulfill 
Its potential for serving the people 
of Bernal Heightis.

VOLUNTARY HOUSING REHAB TLTT AT TON 
After the recent R.A.P. controversy 
an ad hoc group put a petition dooir 
to door which opposed the compulsory 
aspect of R„A.P„ but suggested a 
voluntary loan program. About 85% 
signed the petition. People felt . 
strongly against the compulsory 
side of R.A.P. , but ( and this is 
very important) many people said 
there was a need for some kind of 
rehabilitation assistance. A 
meeting to discuss ■ ideas for a 
positive program was called. This 
committee met several times to work 
out a program in more detail, to 
get the support of other neighbor- 
hood groups and to take the program 
to the city for action. . 
The program is, in summary: 

I) Voluntary, 2) City-wide, 3) 
Interest based on the city's borrow- 
ing rates, 4) at a fixed rate, 

5) with hardship grants 6)Loans 
for codework only , 7) no tax assess- 
ment increases 8) no rent increases^ 
9) non-compulsory building inspect- 
ion Service 10) compulsory code 
compliance on all income property 

II) an income ceiling to exclude 
those who can afford commercial 
loans. 

The petition and program have been 
presented to the Mayor's Office and 
a $50,000 feasibility study has " 
started. The study should focus on 
funding alternatives, legal problems^ 
and an analysis of the city's housing 
stock and the people's nee'ds. There" 



will be a public meeting in early 
June. 

The plan we propose is, of course, 
open to criticism and change from 
the neighborhood.
